•qulpmeot repraaent a coat of mlUtona. 

But altboagb thouaanda of p«opl«%o annually to Chautauqua. N. T., from all parte of the ITntted Btataa, the 
, great mnaa of Ameriran |)eople would nerer get to a Ciiautauqua if thejr had to travel far from home. The rec- 
dgnitloa of thla fact brought atMWt the dacialon to take C'bautanquaa to tha p«opla ererywhera. The movement a 
few jraaM ago began to apread rapidly. Today there are operated from the Bedpath-Vawtcr haadquartara In 
■>,ijgm*, aeTanty-flve Cbantauquaa, whOe 1S5 more are managed from Itedpath headqaartera in Kanaaa City, and

Then 
he proceeded to 
apoll the animal rt 

looka by cutting 

off ita tall. A A^LCIOIAOES 
friend aaked htm why b* bad done so 
fooliah a tblng, and aald that the peo- 
ple of Athena were revlllBff him for it. 

"I know they are," anaw*r*d Alcibia- 
des. "That is why. I did It. It keepa 
them from aayini; worae tbinga about 
ino tor a while." 

The anciilote la typical of Alclb- 
lado.s' llfo Mi.ii y. lie wu.s born 450 U. C, 
of uucleul and iiuljle family, had good 
looks, wealth and genius. He might 
hav* riavn to almoat any height. But 
tb*r* WM about blm • "qu**r atraak," 
a demon of p«rv*ralty that waa «v*r 
leading blm to throw away hia golden 
chances and to commit B**dl*aa 
crimes and follies. 

Greece in those days was In Its 
glory. It waa siiUi ny into several 
dependent and miul-lndependent 
atates, of which Athens and ij|iaria 
w«r* tb* chief. Athens was noted 
for ita art. *ducatloa and culture; 
Sparta for its courage and atom aim- 
piicity. Tbe two war* daadly rlvala. 

I'crsia, tbe great nation to the oaat- 
•.v.'iid, \v:is over seeking to destroy 
lioth. Athens and Sparta were dem- 
' i ra<'les in tlie stionKi'.-^l ttenso of the 
word, the voice of the people always 
ruling the atate. (This did not pie 
vent shrewd politicians ruling the peo- 
ple any more than It doea aawadaya.) 

Alcibiadea atfrtad life aa a pupil of 
the wlae old i»bIloaopher Sooratea. Tba 
two were dear friends, each having 
saved tlie other's life in battle. Yet 
Su( rutca could not tuin hlti pupil fmrn 
vice and gayety, uor Induio hini to 
follow wisdom rather than pleasure 
So the young mlllloualre'd exlr.iva 
gunre soon bei-aiuo the scandal ul 
Greece. He paraded tbe atreets in 
rich perfumed robes of purple, laden 
down with Jewela; carried a ahleld ot 
ivory and gold whan be went to war, 
and aet tha faahion In dreaa and dts- 
slpatlon to all tbe Idle youth of the 
city. 

Vet Aldblades was a gallant and 
rrafiy BoUlier, a billllant statesman 
and (In spite of the (aet that be slam 
mcred and that bo could not pro- 
nounce the letter "li") a fiery orator. 
Hla bralna and bia liberality raised 
lilm high in the people's favor. Then 
It waa that hla perversity made him 
unlucky. For aaample, be wanted ao 
alliance between Sparta and Athens. 
Vet when .N'ii ias, his rival, secured luat 
illiance iUHiead ul lUuiself, Alcibiadea 
persuaded tlio AtbMilaiis to broak with 
i3|>aria. 

He planned to make Athens rulei 
of all Greece. Aa an early step in 
thla in 4U B. C. he planned an 
expedition agaloat Sicily, and had him 
self choaen commander of it. It wat 
the chanea of a lifetime. But lie spoil 
ed that chance. On the eve of the cam 
Jialgn Alclblaues went on an all night 
spree with some wild companions 
-Ne.xt morning all tliu siu;red busts oi 
Hermes (guardian god of the state'* 
democracy), erected hero and there 
through tba city, were found hidaoualy 
mutilatod. A* Alcibiadea had already 
won a name tor ■aorilafla, tha blame 
waa (ilcbtly or not) laid to him. He 
waa allowed to atart on theexpelditlon 
but was almost Instantly recalled tc 
stand trial for the outrage 

IiiKtead of coming back to Athens 
to clear himself, be ran away, decla^ 
ing he wouldn't truat him owatnotbai 
In a matter of auch Importance aa 
llfo and-death trial. In bta abaanc* be 
was convicted and condemnad to die 
This did not groatly trouble him, for 
he fled to Sparta. There he betrayed 
all of Atliens' secret piau.i and tried 
to stir the Spartans to war against the 
Athenians. He also curried fiivor by 
pretending to lead the simple, severe 
liio of Sparta. But th» chiefs of the 
Spartans plotted to kill him. ao h« fled 

He was now band and glova with 
tbe enemiea of Graaca, and bacam* 
famous in Partia'a fervioe. But aftar 
a tlma Tiaaapbem'ea took offanaa at 
hla babavior and tried to murder htm. 
Alclbiades escaped. Tlirough sheer 
cleverness he persuaded the Athenians 
to pardon him and to take blm back 
into favor. Again he found hiiuself 
leader of the arniiea of Athens. And 
again tlirough mischance or pervaralty 
be tlirew away his luck. He Waa 4a- 

prived of command, and aftar varlooa 
adventuraa aurtad. In 404, to Parata 
to try hla fortuaa at tha court of that 
country. On tb* way he atopped at 
one of hla country aatatea. In tbe night 
the houa* waa aet aflre by his enemies. 
As b* ruahed out, sword in hand, be 
waa pierced by a doaen arrowa and 
fell dead in tb* oourtyard of th* 
Ing building.

Bgran'i paraonal plea wai nnavail- 
ing; bia attack! on Alton B. Parker 

wrre ilcrieively ii'rrived; liis prdtecfu- 
lions at times— worae than all elec— 
brought forth amiles and laughter. 
Hia leadership was repudiated, hie ad- 
vice overwhelmingly rejected. 

In the most important bnttic in the 
history o( bis political career the Ne- 
braakan loat. 

Ha ataked his name and reputation 
against that of .Tndce Alton B. Parker 
of New York, the lAtter backed by the 
prestige ol the great cooservatira lead- 
era ol New York, IllldOia, Indiana and 
GeorRla, and lost. 

I'm ker was elected Temporary Chair- 
man of the Democratic National Cod> 
tentioo.

Bryan was steam-rollered as much 
as Col. Roosevelt was at Chicago and 
by relatively the tame torcea of con 
aervatiam. But he went down with 
flying colors, flghting to the last, and 
both he and his opponents realised 
that today's fight waa tar from con* 
clnaive.

Bryan will be Nebraska's member 
oltbe KpRoUilions Committee and he 
will renew his tight there for a plat- 
form that is really progressive.
